ber of murders and suicides in this 
country has greatly increased, and 
that there has beeu a decrease in the 
number of legal executions, compar- 
ed with the number of homicides. 
The homicides and deaths by violence 
total 9,212, as compared with 8,482 
last year. 


The startling feature of the record 


is the increase ia the number of mur- 
ders committed by highwaymen, be- 
ing 5S2, against 4C4 during 1901. 
Four years ago the number was only 
103. 


Jealousy provoked 
579 murders 


and liquor 642. Homicides growing 
out of quarrels number 5,111. The 
record of self-destruction if. one of 
the most deplorable of the year, the 
number of

being 


much larger than hitherto. The to- 
tal is 9.9S2, an increase of 542 over 
the list of tho preceding year.
